An Insane German Hills a Girl and 
Then Commits Saicide. 
Sioux City, March 25.—This morning 
Gustav Freiderich, a German saloon-keep- 
er, 46 years of age, shot and instantly killed 
a girl ‘named Helen Eberhardt, aged 14, 
Friederich then shot himself twice, the 
last shot tearing away his heart. Theshoot- 
ing was done with a double barreled shot- 
gun, and after the first two shots the 
man. put in a fresh shell. to do 
the fatal work on himself, The shoot- 
ing took. place just back of his sa 
loon. The girl, at the time, was passing 
through a narrow hallway to apartments 
where her parents reside, Freiderich being 
in the room occupied by him as a sleeping 
room, and where he had been sick for some 
weeks. The coroner’s jury found the man 
was insane.. Freiderich was in the babit of 
calling the girl his child, and seemed to be 
much attached to her. He left a letter by 
which it appears he fully contemplated 
suicide, but as no reference is made to the 
girl, it is conjectured that the killing of her

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THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
A Mile of Broadway Itituminatea 

Without Cost to the City. 

New York Herald, March 21. j 
Mr. A. A. Hayes, the secretary of the 
Electric light company that is illuminating 
Broadway, bade the reporter welcome. 
“Pshaw! no, sir,” he exclaimed, “it isn’t 
because that part of Broadway is the heart 
of the continent and likely to be the best 
place in the western hemisphere outside 
the Herald’s columns for an advertisement 
that we light it gratis. We don’t need ad- 


vertising, for our works {are far behind our 
orders. Wecan’t supply the demand. It 
was desired of us that we should demonstrate 
the power of our illuminating agent, and we 
desired to do it. Wechose Broadway from 
Fourteeth street to Thirty-fourth because 
it embraces two large squares over which 
we can throw the rays from our carbons as 
they do in thecity of Wabash, Indiana, and 
which is illuminated by four electric lights 
suspended from a pole over the dome of 
the court-house. The court-house is ona 
hill, and the lights are displayed about 200 
feet above the city. Ina city full of lofty 
edifices like those in New York our light 
cinnot be shown to advantage except in the 
public squares. But jump intomy caband 
ride with me down to our works. Statiou 
No. 1 is a dazzler, sir; come along!”’ 

On the way across town to the company’s 
station No. 1, which is at No. 133 West 
Twenty-fifth street, Mr. Hayes imparted 
some intelligence as tothe possible future 
lighting of the streets, saying that the com- 
pany are awaiting the decision of the cor- 
poration council as to theright to grant the 
privilege of laying wires under the streets. 
lt is not known whether the power to grant 
this franchise lies in the comptroiler or the 
aidermen, and the question has been sub- 
mitted to Mr. Whitney. The reporter 
entered the company’s station No. 1 at 
a few minutes before 6 o'clock, A large 
s‘eam boiler was sizzling in the 
Plutonian region beneath the electric light 
generating machinery, and the machinists 
were preparing to set the wheeis in motion. 
Six o’clock,and a whirr was followed by a 
flash of light; then another flash and 
another, and within ten seconds the 
room was ablaze with the fires of 
ten thousand conflagrations intensified, 
Ten seconds more and every carbon to 
the remotest end of the company’s wires, 
tar down town and far up town, were pour- 
ing a flood of light into the street around it. 
‘ Don’t go pear the magnets,’’ the superin- 
tendent warned the reporter, ‘it will spoil 
your watch, sir. Wearesending light from 
this building through the eight wires that 
ou see above the door, and are covering 
eight circuits, We illuminated ten miles 
on one wire on Sunday evening béfore last 
with brilliant effect,a feat never before 
rivalled. They lighted a circuit of thre 
tmailes in Paris lately and boasted of that. 
[f our wires were up we could light the 
whole city instsntaneously, and if neces 
sary we could cut off the light from every 
burper or from any number of burners 
or from any particular burner right from 
where I stand. If we had the contract for 
lighting all the streets we shuyuld uire 
fur replacing the carbens every day about 
double the number of men that are now 
employed as lamp-lighters. We are giving 
our attention mainly to street lighting; we 
haven’t had time yet to furnish plans for 
machines to furnish light for domestic use.”’ 
As to the cost, the officers of the company 
advanced the testimony of the agent of the 
Riverside worsted mills, of Providence, R. 
I. These mills are run night and day. 
They were imperfectly lighted by 578 gas- 
burners at a cost of $20,515 a year. Since 
they have been supplied with 71 electric 
lights, every part of the machinery has 
been perfectly illaminated at a cost of 
$6,600 a year. After midnight the heat 
from gas lights became intolerable, buat this 
annoyance has been obviated by the electric 
light, which emits no appreciable h eat.

A Returned New Yorker whe is En- 


thusiastic Over Her Futare Pros- 
petes. 

New Yors, March 25.—James Scrimser, 
who went to Mexico, last November, in the 
interest of the Mexican telegraph company, 
was seen yesterday by a Times reporter. ‘‘!

can railway offices, simply to learn and 
identify themselves witn the progress of 
new, Mexico... The Mexicans do not 
feel at all uneasy regarding the possible 
annexation of therr territory. Annexation 
would bring untold troubles. One fact, 
that many do not realize, is that there are 
9,000 000 of Roman Catholics in Mexico, 
which, with the large Romaso Catholic 
population in this country, would produce 
political and religious effects desirable 
to avoid The officials in Mexico, 
with whom I came in contact 
are equal in intelligence, manners and 
education to our authorities in Washing- 
ton. They areall fuily imbued with the 
spirit of enterprise of peace and prosperity, 
and you can rest assured-that under the 
present state oi aflairs, Mexico will continue 
to prosper,”

the propriety of protecting themselves. 
In France an embargo was laid upon 
shipments of American pork, and in 
England the disposition of the authori- 
ties seemed to lean in the same direction. 
This was enough for Mr. Blaine. He 
considered that the chip had been 


knocked from his shoulder, 
and he tarned ‘his Eagle loose 
upon the atmosphere. The North 


American press was as prompt as Mr.

The hog has an envia >le reputa- 
tion as an article of diet, and as the pro- 
genitor of cancers, tape-worins, trichins 
and things, but he is not lovely enough 
to go to war about. Indeed there is 
some consolation in reflecting that if he 
is shut out of foreign countries our own

The position occupied by the free and 
untrammeled North American press of 
the great west—as near as we can under- 
stand it—is that the American hog would 
scorn to be diseased, even if disease were 
possible. They declare that the reports 
that diseased bogs have been sent to 
foreign countries are simply a parcel of 
malicious falsehoods, and one of our 
western exchanges takes the position that 
it is the duty of this government—a term 
which includes Mr. Biaine and his great 
American bald-headed Vavle—‘to trace 
“these malicious falsehoods to their 
“source, and bring their authors to that 
“condign n punishment they so justly de- 
“serve. 
Now, for our part, we have no doubt 
that diseas@l pork has been exported 
from these golden shores, and we are 
gla to see foreign countries setting our 
own people an example of much needed 
sanitary precaution. Diseased pork is not 
only exported, but it is sold and eaten in 
American markets. For the fiscal year 
ended June 350, 1880, there were exported 
rom the four ports of New York, Balti- 
more, Boston and Vhiladelphia, 1,156, 
258,153 pounds of the articles of bacon 
and hams, lard and pork alone, exclusive 
of all other provisions. It is absurd to 
assume, with evidences of disease in hogs 
taking up so large a space in western 
newspapers, that in more than a thou- 
sand million pounds of pork sent abroad 
none of it was affected with disease. 

lf our exports of pork could be 
embargoed until the pork producers 
would be compelled to.raise healthy hogs 
and none other, consumers in this coun- 
try would welcome the embargo. The 
American government has nothing what- 
ever to do do with any embargo that 
may be laid upon American products in 
foreign ports, for our tariff system is a 
perpetual embargo upon foreign products 
in this country. Still less bas it any- 
thing to do with whatever sanitary pre- 
cautions may be taken by other govern- 
ments, and an appreciation of this tact 
will tend to prevent Mr. Blaine from 
making himself absurd in the eyes of 
thoughtful people. ‘
